This  p’ant  will 
grow  in  full  shade  where  such  a  plant  is 
desired  for  border  lines  and  circle  beds 
massed  under  trees,  etc.  It  is  a  ve^y  showy 
evergreen  plant.  It  also  succeeds  in  sunny 
locations.
